I. PURPOSE

The Colorado Department of Transportation (COOT) is always striving to enhance initiatives 
that advance safety for the state of Colorado. To improve work zone safety, employees, 
consultants, and contractors must complete detailed training on Traffic Control, so all parties 
involved in the construction of projects understand and utilize the best practices and 
procedures when setting up, working in, and taking down work zones. 

This Procedural Directive establishes the requirements for traffic control training for specific 
COOT employees, consultants, contractors, and subcontractors that work within temporary 
traffic control work zones to improve work zone safety.
